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PREFACE: 

Hat Poetry and Muſick , the chief manifeſters of Hare 
monical Phancy, ſhould produce ſuch diſcordant effects 
in many, is nore to be pityed than wonder'd at ;, it be- 
ing become a hind of faſhionable wit, to Peck and Carp 
| at ether Mens conceptions , how mean ſoever their own are. Ex- 
pefting therefore 19 fall under the Laſh of ſome ſoft headed, or 
bard hearted Compoſer ( for there are too many better at finding 
of faults then mending them ) I ſhall endeavour to remove thoſe 

few blocks which perhaps they may take occaſion to ſiumble at. _ 
The fir& may be the Title, OPERA. To this I muSt an« 
ſwer, That the word is berrowed of the lralian ; who by it, diſtin- 
{ gnſh their Comedies from their Opera's ; Thoſe, a fort Plot bz- 
#ng laid, the Comedians according to their different Theams given, 
Speak, and Af Extempore; but theſe after much conſidera1ion, 
induſtry and pains for ſplendid Scenes and Machines to Illuſtrate 
the Grand Deſegn, with Art are compoſed in ſuch kinds of Mufick 
as the Subject requires : and accordingly performed, Propertio- 
nable to which are theſe Cempoſitions ( the Reader heing referr'd 
to the Book of the whole work for the particular Excellencies ) 
Their nature for the m«ſt part being ſoft, eaſte, and, ar far as my 
ability could reach, agreeabl: to the deſign of the Author : for in 
them you have from Ballad to fingle Air, Counterpoint, Recitative, 
Fuge, Canon, and Chromatick Muſick, which wariety ( without 
vanity be it ſaid ) was never in Court or Theatre till now preſer- 


ted in this Nation : though I muſt confeſs there has been ſometbing 
doae,

done, ( and moreby me than any other ) of this kind. And there. 
fore it nay juſtly wear the Title, though all the Tragedy be not in 
Muſick <For the Author prudently confider'd,that thoughTtaly was, 


and ts 'the preat Academy of the Worltl for that Science and way, 


of Entertainment, England 7s nt : and therefore  mixt it with 
interlocutions, as more proper to our Genius. 

Anothtr may be, The extseam Compals of ſome of the parts. 
To which, the Idols of their own imagination may be pleas'd ( if 
poſſible ) to know, that he who Compoſes for Voices, not confide- 
ring their extent, is like a Botching Siult, who being obliged to 
»ake Habits for wen, cuts them ont for Children, I [uppoſe it 
needs no Explication. 

The next may be, The extravagancies in ſome parts of the 
Compoſition, wherein ( as among ſlender Grammarians ) they 
may think fix'd rules are broken : but they may be ſatisfied, that 
whatever appears ſo, is only by way of Tranſition from Time or 
balf-Time Concords, and cover d by the extream Parts : or to ſuſ- 
pend the Ear and Judgement, for ſatisfying both in the Cadence. 
Then, againſt the performance, They ſing out of Tune. To 


which with modeſty it may be anſwer'd, He or ſhe that is without _ | 


fault may caſt the firſt Stone : and for thoſg, ſeldom defes, the 
major part of the Vocal performers being ignorant of Muſich , their 
F xcellencies when they dy well, which generally are ſo, rather 
_ onght to be admired, then their accidental miſtakes upbraided.
